Speaking at ‘the the annual fneeting 


“of the Westminster National Sav- 


ings Committee at Caxton Hall, 
Sir Josiah Stamp, president of the 
London Midland and Scottish Rall- 
way and a director of the Bank ot 
England, said that the statistics of 
the ‘National. Savings. Movement | w 
showed that the year 1931 had 
maintained a remarkable degree of 
progreas, inasmuch as the yearly 
total of certificates sold was nearly 
12 millions in-exceds of. the: year 
1928-29. .
